■'The United Slain la a coiutltutlonal democracy. 
Ila organic law grants to all citlrens a right U> pnrtlcl< 
pole In the choice of elci:ted offlclala without rcitric 
tlon by any itato because of race. This grant to thi 
people of Uie opportunity for choice Is not to be nulli- 
fied by a aUle through casting 11a electoral proccoa In 
a form which permits a private organliatlon to prac- 
tice racial dUcrlmlnitlon In the election. Constitutional 
rlghu would be ot Uttls value It they could be thus 
Indirectly denied." 

Tlial resounding opinion ot the United States bu< 
prcme court, contained' In lis majority decision Mon- 
day holding that Negroes cannot be excluded from 
votlhg In a state prltnarj' election, may be looked bacic 
upon some day as a milestone In the never-endlnit bat* 
lie to maintain potlUcal demrcracy In this republic. 
Here U a Judicial decision nhlcb cut* straight to. the 
heart ot the cose anit a court vblch retusca to be mis- 
led or blinded by Irrelevant' Issues presented. 

NoHhB that Ihe decision Is contrary to one delivered 
only nine years ago. the majority is "not unmindful 
of the desirability ot continuity of decision in conatltu- 
Uonal questions." Hovevcr. "lehen convinced o( torraer 
error, this court has never felt conitralned to foUow 
precedent," it rejects as Immilerlal the right of po- 
llUcal partlea to dctlne their 'mem be nhtp when the 
:xcrclse ol that right meaiu Uie disfranchise me nt of 
American citlreru, ahosa privilege to voM Is derived 
trom the United Stales consUlullon and not trora ths 

Some or the foutiiero mcmbcti of congress are out- 
roRed by this decision. Rep. Milton H. West, Texu, 
protests Uiat the aupreme courf has no mora right to 
say who con vot« tn a primary elccUan "than It has 
a right to, coy who eon belong to a church or a lodRe," 
Senator James O, Eastland, Mlstltslppl. sees the de- 
cision as revealing "an alarming 'tendency to destroT 
the sovereignty of the itatca." 

But this pious talk ot statu' rights and almUarly 
high -principled matters cannot disguise the real pur- 
pose of the primary i^stem in the wutham states 
which, Bupplcmented by tho poll tax, Is to disfranchise 
the Negro. It Is a method to eirciunvent , the tSth 
amendment to the constltutloa and maintain white 
primacy. ' ' 

The southern democrats are pursuing a mlatAlcen 
course In attempting under preient>dty conditions to 
exclude the Negro from the polls. Ha Is part of the 
body 'politic and his Intelligent participation In elec- 
tions should b« vrelcome. Common sense shoutd t«U 
the soutliem Democrats that it li no longer neceaury, 
a» It seemed to be In the 70s, to maintain a strict^ 
white man's party, Hicre was an excuse ttir stKb action 
during reconstnicUon days, wlien ReputiUcan carpet- 
baggers. In leagu* with a recently treed poople, aelsed 
political dominaUon ol the loutli uxl med their powers 
ruthlessly. Tba party no longer li dealing -wlUi^-tbo 
deni« Ignormncfl of tlw newly.treed alan ot that dar.
